Unless the context indi- 
cates otherwise, the following definitions apply in this chap- 
ter. 

"Accounting" means activities providing information, 
usually quantitative and often expressed in monetary units, 
for: 

(1) Decision making; 

(2) Planning; 

(3) Evaluating performance; 

(4) Controlling resources and operations; and 

(5) External financial reporting to investors, creditors, 
regulatory authorities, and the public. 

"Accrual method of accounting" is a method of 
accounting in which revenues are reported in the period when 
they are earned, regardless of when they are collected, and 
expenses are reported in the period in which they are 
incurred, regardless of when they are paid. 

"Administration and management" means activities 
used to maintain, control, and evaluate the efforts and 
resources of an organization for the accomplishment of the 
objectives and policies of that organization. 

"Allowable costs" are documented costs that are neces- 
sary, ordinary, reasonable, and related to the care of medicaid 
recipients, and are not expressly declared nonallowable by 
this chapter or chapter 74.46 RCW. Costs are ordinary if they 
are of the nature and magnitude that prudent and cost con- 
scious management would pay.

"Assignment of contract" means: 

(1) A new nursing facility licensee has elected to care for 
medicaid residents; 

(2) The department finds no good cause to object to con- 
tinuing the medicaid contract at the facility; and 

(3) The new licensee accepts assignment of the immedi- 
ately preceding contractor's contract at the facility. 

"Bad debts" are amounts considered to be uncollectible 
from accounts and notes receivable. 

"Banked beds" are beds removed from service under 
chapter 246-310 WAC. 

"Beneficial owner" is: 

(1) Any person who, directly or indirectly, through any 
contract, arrangement, understanding, relationship, or other- 
wise has or shares_one or more of the following: 

(a) Voting power which includes the power to vote, or to 
direct the voting of such ownership interest; ((and/))or 

(b) Investment power which includes the power to dis- 
pose, or to direct the disposition of such ownership interest. 

(2) Any person who, directly or indirectly, creates or 
uses a trust, proxy, power of attorney, pooling arrangement, 
or any other contract, arrangement, or device with the pur- 
pose of effect of divesting himself or herself of beneficial 
ownership of an ownership interest or preventing the vesting 
of such beneficial ownership as part of a plan or scheme to 
evade the reporting requirements of this chapter; 

(3) Any person who, subject to (b) of this subsection, has

(c) Pursuant to the power to revoke a trust, discretionary 
account, or similar arrangement; or 

(d) Pursuant to the automatic termination of a trust, dis- 
cretionary account, or similar arrangement; except that, any 
person who acquires an ownership interest or power specified 
in (3)(a), (b), or (c) of this subsection with the purpose or 
effect of changing or influencing the control of the contrac- 
tor, or in connection with or as a participant in any transaction 
having such purpose or effect, immediately upon such acqui- 
sition shall be deemed to be the beneficial owner of the own- 
ership interest which may be acquired through the exercise or 
conversion of such ownership interest or power; 

(4) Any person who in the ordinary course of business is 
a pledgee of ownership interest under a written pledge agree- 
ment shall not be deemed to be the beneficial owner of such

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"Building" means the basic structure or shell of a facil- 
ity and additions thereto. All allowable sections of a building 
are enclosed on all sides with a roof and are permanent. 

"Capital" means the component of the rate that uses a 
fair market rental system to set a price per bed. 

"Cash method of accounting" means a method of 
accounting in which revenues are recorded when cash is 
received, and expenditures for expense and asset items are 
not recorded until cash is disbursed for those expenditures 
and assets. 

"Change of ownership" means a substitution, elimina- 
tion, or withdrawal of the individual operator or operating 
entity contracting with the department to deliver care services 
to medical care recipients in a nursing facility and ultimately 
responsible for the daily operational decisions of the nursing 
facility. 

(1) Events which constitute a change of ownership 
include, but are not limited to, the following:

(e) Transferring, whether by a single transaction or mul- 
tiple transactions within any continuous twenty-four-month 
period, fifty percent or more of the stock to one or more: 

(i) New or former stockholders; or 

(ii) Present stockholders each having held less than five 
percent of the stock before the initial transaction; 

(f) Substituting of the individual operator or the operat-

"Component rate allocation(s)" means the initial com- 
ponent rate allocation(s) of the rebased rate for a rebase 
period effective July 1. If a month and a day, other than July 
1, with a year precedes "component rate allocation(s)," it 
means the initial component rate allocation(s) of the rebased 
rate of the rebase period has been amended or updated effec- 
tive the date that precedes it, e.g., October 1, 1999 direct care 
component rate allocation. 

"Contract" means an agreement between the depart- 
ment and a contractor for the delivery of nursing facility ser- 
vices to medical care recipients. 

"Cost report" means all schedules of a nursing facility's 
cost report submitted according to the department's instruc- 
tions. 

"Courtesy allowances" are reductions in charges in the 
form of an allowance to physicians, clergy, and others, for 
services received from the contractor. Employee fringe bene- 
fits are not considered courtesy allowances. 

"Department" means department of social and health 
services and its employees. 

"Direct care supplies (DCS)" are those supplies: 
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(1) Used by staff providing direct care to residents; 

(2) Consumed during a single accounting period; and 

(3) Expensed in that accounting period. Supplies 
excluded from DCS include but are not limited to the follow- 
ing: 

(1) medical equipment (such as IV poles); 

(2) Items covered by medicaid fee-for-service system; 
and 

(3) Administrative supplies used by direct care staff 
(such as pencils, pens, paper, office supplies, etc). 

"Donated asset" means an asset the contractor acquired 
without making any payment for the asset either in cash, 
property, or services. An asset is not a donated asset if the 
contractor: 

(1) Made even a nominal payment in acquiring the asset; 
or 

(2) Used donated funds to purchase the asset.

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"Equity capital" means total tangible and other assets 
which are necessary, ordinary, and related to patient care 
from the most recent provider cost report minus related total 
long-term debt from the most recent provider cost report plus 
working capital defined as current assets minus current liabil- 
ities. 

"Fiscal year" means the operating or business year of a 
contractor. All contractors report on the basis of a twelve- 
month fiscal year, but provision is made in this chapter for 
reports covering abbreviated fiscal periods. As determined by 
context or otherwise, "fiscal year" may also refer to a state 
fiscal year extending from July 1 through June 30 of the fol- 
lowing year and comprising the first or second half of a state 
fiscal biennium. 

"Fixed equipment" means attachments to buildings 
including, but not limited to, wiring, electrical fixtures, 
plumbing, elevators, heating system, and air conditioning 
system. Generally, fixed equipment is affixed to the building 
and not subject to transer. 

"Gain on sale" means the actual total sales price of all 
tangible and intangible nursing facility assets including, but 
not limited to, land, building, equipment, supplies, goodwill, 
and beds authorized by certificate of need, minus the net 
book value of such assets immediately prior to the time of 
sale. 

"Goodwill" means the excess of the price paid for a 
nursing facility business over the fair market value of all net 
identifiable tangible and intangible assets acquired, as mea- 
sured in accordance with generally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples. 

"Imprest fund" means a fund which is regularly replen- 
ished in exactly the amount expended from it. 

"Intangible asset" is an asset that lacks physical sub- 
stance but possesses economic value. 

"Interest" means the cost incurred for the use of bor- 
rowed funds, generally paid at fixed intervals by the user. 

"Joint facility costs" are any costs that benefit more 
than one facility, or one facility and any other entity. 
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"Leasehold improvements" are betterments and addi- 
tions made by the lessee to the leased property that become 
the property of the lessor after the expiration of the lease. 

"Movable equipment" includes, but is not limited to, 
beds, wheelchairs, desks, and X-ray machines. The general 
characteristics of movable equipment are: 


(1) Capable of being moved as distinguished from fixed 
equipment; 

(2) A unit cost sufficient to justify ledger control: 

(3) Sufficient size and identity to make control feasible 
by means of identification tags; and 

(4) A minimum life of greater than one year. 

"Multiservice facility" means a facility at which two or 
more types of health or related care are delivered, e.g., a hos- 
pital and nursing facility, or a boarding home and nursing 
facility. 

"Nonadministrative wages and benefits" are wages, 
benefits, and corresponding payroll taxes paid for nonadmin- 
istrative personnel, not to include administrator, assistant 
administrator, or administrator-in-training. 

"Nonallowable costs" are the same as "unallowable 
costs." 

"Nonrestricted funds" are funds that are not restricted 
to a specific use by the donor, e.g., general operating funds. 

"Nursing facility occupancy percentage" is a percent- 
age determined by multiplying the number of calendar days 
for the cost report period by the number of licensed beds, 
regardless of how many beds are set up, in use, or banked 
under chapter 70.38 RCW, for the same cost report period. 
Then, the product is divided into the nursing facility's actual 
resident days for the same cost report period. 

"Operating lease" means a lease under which rental or 
lease expenses are included in current expenses in accor- 
dance with generally accepted accounting principles. 

"Ownership interest" means all interests beneficially 
owned by a person, calculated in the aggregate, regardless of 
the form which such beneficial ownership takes. 

"Per diem (per patient day or per resident day) 
costs" means total allowable costs for a fiscal period divided 
by total patient or resident days for the same period. 

"Prospective daily payment rate" means the rate 
assigned by the department to a contractor for providing ser- 
vice to medical care recipients prior to the application of set- 
tlement principles. 

"Real property," whether leased or owned by the con- 
tractor, means the building, allowable land, land improve- 
ments, and building improvements associated with a nursing 
facility. 

"Recipient" means a medicaid recipient. 

"Related care" means only those services that are 
directly related to providing direct care to nursing facility res- 
idents including but not limited to: 

(1) The director of nursing services; 

(2) Nursing direction and supervision; 

(3) Activities and social services programs; 
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(4) Medical and medical records specialists. 

(5) Consultation provided by: 

(a) Medical directors; and 

(b) Pharmacists. 

"Relative" includes: 

(1) Spouse; 

(2) Natural parent, child, or sibling; 

(3) Adopted child ((ef)), adoptive parent, or adoptive 
sibling; 

(4) Stepparent, stepchild, stepbrother, stepsister; 

(5) Father-in-law, mother-in-law, son-in-law, daughter- 
in-law, brother-in-law, sister-in-law; 

(6) Grandparent or grandchild; and 

(7) Uncle, aunt, nephew, niece, or cousin. 

"Related organization" means an entity that is under 
common ownership and/or control with, or has control of, or 
is controlled by, the contractor. 

(a) "Common ownership" exists when an entity or per- 
son is the beneficial owner of five percent or more ownership 
interest in the contractor and any other entity. 

(b) "Control" exists where an entity or person has the 
power, directly or indirectly, significantly to influence or 
direct the actions or policies of an organization or institution, 
whether or not it is legally enforceable and however it is exer- 
cisable and exercised. 

"Renovations" means the cost of the building, building 
improvements, leasehold improvements, and fixed equip- 
ment used to calculate a facility's age. In order to be used to 
calculate a facility's age, the cost of renovations in a calendar 
year must be $2,000 or greater per licensed bed. 

"Restricted fund" means those funds the principal 
and/or income of which is limited by agreement with or 
direction of the donor to a specific purpose.

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"Start up costs" are the one-time preopening costs 
incurred from the time preparation begins on a newly con- 
structed or purchased building until the first patient is admit- 
ted. Start up costs include:

((€e))) (£) The contractor has reported and maintained 
accounts receivable in compliance with this chapter and 
chapter 74.46 RCW. 

(2) The department ((shaH)) must examine the submitted 
cost report, or a portion thereof, of each contractor for each 
nursing facility for each report period to determine whether 
the information is correct, complete, reported in conformance 
with department instructions and generally accepted account- 
ing principles, the requirements of this chapter, and chapter 
74.46 RCW. The department ((shal})) must determine the 
scope of the examination.

(c) Address wage compression for related job classes 
immediately affected by wage increases to low-wage work- 
ers. 

(2) A nursing home that receives a low-wage add-on 
((shal)) must report to the department its expenditure of that 
add-on by: 

(a) Completing Cost Report Schedule L 1; and 

(b) Returning it to the department by January 31st. 

(3) By examining Cost Report Schedule L 1, the depart- 
ment will determine whether the nursing home complied with 
the statutory requirements for distribution of the low wage 
add-on. When the department is unable to determine or 
unsure that the statutory requirements have been met, it will 
conduct an on site audit. 

(4) When the department determines that the statutory 
requirements have been met, the low wage add-on will be 
reconciled at the same time as the regular settlement process 
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but as a separate reconciliation. The reconciliation process 
will compare gross dollars received in the add-on to gross 
dollars spent. 

(5) When the department determines that the low wage 
add-on has not been spent in compliance with the statutory 
requirements, then it will recoup the noncomplying amount 
as an overpayment. 

(6) The department also will require the completing of 
Cost Report Schedule L 1 for any calendar year in which the 
low wage add-on is paid for six months or more. Subsections 
(1) through (5) of this section will apply to all completions of 
Cost Report Schedule L 1 irrespective of the calendar year in 
which it is paid. 

(7) Each May of the calendar year, the department will 
ask nursing home contractors whether they will want to con- 
tinue to receive the add-on or begin to receive the add-on.

(c) No vessel may possess, land or deliver more than 150 
Chinook during any open period. 

(3) Cape Flattery and Columbia River Control Zones are 
closed. The Mandatory Yelloweye Rockfish Conservation 
Area is closed. Grays Harbor Control Zone is closed begin- 
ning August 8. 

(4) Minimum size for Chinook salmon is 28 inches in 
length. No minimum size for pink, sockeye or chum salmon. 
It is unlawful to possess coho salmon, and it is unlawful to 
possess chum salmon north of Cape Alava, Washington in 
August. 

(5) Lawful troll gear is restricted to all legal troll gear 
with single point, single shank barbless hooks.

(a) The BH-ASO must have a grievance system to allow 
an individual to file a grievance and seek review of a BH- 
ASO action as defined in this chapter. 

(b) The agency's hearing rules in chapter 182-526 WAC 
apply to administrative hearings requested by an individual to 
review resolution of an appeal of a BH-ASO action. 

(c) If a conflict exists between the requirements of this 
chapter and other rules, the requirements of this chapter take 
precedence. 

(d) The BH-ASO must maintain records of grievances 
and appeals. 

(2) The BH-ASO grievance system. The BH-ASO griev- 
ance system includes: 

(a) A process for addressing a complaint about any mat- 
ter that is not an action, which is called a grievance; 

(b) An appeals process to address an individual's request 
for review of a BH-ASO action as defined in this chapter; and 

(c) Access to the agency's administrative hearing process 
for an individual to seek review of a BH-ASO's resolution of 
an appeal. 

(3) The BH-ASO grievance process. 
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(a) An individual or an individual's authorized represen- 
tative may file a complaint with a BH-ASO. A provider may 
not file a complaint on behalf of an individual without written 
consent. 

(b) There is no right to an administrative hearing in 
regards to the disposition of a complaint. 

(c) The BH-ASO must notify individuals of the disposi- 
tion of grievances within five business days of determination. 

(4) The BH-ASO appeals process. 

(a) An individual, the individual's authorized representa- 
tive, or the provider acting with the individual's written con- 
sent may appeal a BH-ASO action. 

(b) A BH-ASO must treat oral inquiries about appealing 
an action as an appeal to establish the earliest possible filing 
date for the appeal. The oral appeal must be confirmed in 
writing by the BH-ASO. 

(c) The individual or provider acting on behalf of the 
individual must file an appeal, either orally or in writing, 
within ninety calendar days of the date on the BH-ASO's 
notice of action. 

(d)G) The BH-ASO must acknowledge receipt of each 
appeal to both the individual and the provider requesting the 
service within three calendar days. The appeal acknowledg- 
ment letter sent by the BH-ASO serves as written confirma- 
tion of an appeal filed orally by an individual.

(i) Provides the individual a reasonable opportunity to 
present evidence and allegations of fact or law, both in person 
and in writing. The BH-ASO must inform the individual of 
the limited time available for this in the case of expedited res- 
olution; 

(ii) Provides the individual and the individual's autho- 
rized representative opportunity before and during the 
appeals process to examine the individual's case file, includ- 
ing medical records and any other documents and records 
considered during the appeals process; and 

(iii) Includes as parties to the appeal: 

(A) The individual; 

(B) The individual's legal representative; or 

(C) The authorized representative of the deceased indi- 
vidual's estate.

(ii) In all circumstances, the appeal determination must 
not be extended beyond forty-five calendar days from the day 
the BH-ASO receives the appeal request. 

(iii) For expedited resolution of crisis-related appeals or 
appeals of behavioral health drug authorization decisions, 
including notice to the affected parties, the BH-ASO shall 
resolve and provide notice no longer than three calendar days 
after the BH-ASO receives the appeal. 

(iv) The BH-ASO may extend the time frame by four- 
teen additional calendar days if: 

(A) The individual requests the extension; or 

(B) The BH-ASO determines additional information is 
needed and the delay is in the interests of the individual. 

((@)) (C) If the BH-ASO denies a request for expedited 
resolution of a noncrisis related service appeal, it must trans- 
fer the appeal to the time frame for standard resolution and 
make reasonable efforts to give the individual prompt oral 
notice of the denial, and follow-up within two calendar days 
with a written notice of denial. 

(Q) Notice of resolution of appeal. The notice of the reso- 
lution of the appeal must: 

(i) Be in writing and be sent to the individual and the pro- 
vider requesting the services; 

(ii) Include the results of the resolution process and the 
date it was completed; and 

(iii) Include notice of the right to request an administra- 
tive hearing and how to do so as provided in the agency hear- 
ing rules in chapter 182-526 WAC, if the appeal is not 
resolved wholly in favor of the individual. 

(5) Administrative hearings. 

(a) Only an individual or an individual's authorized rep- 
resentative may request an administrative hearing. A pro- 
vider may not request a hearing on behalf of an individual.

(iii) All waters of Shrimp Management Areas 1A and 1C 
are closed to the harvest of all species other than spot shrimp. 

(b) The spot shrimp catch accounting biweekly manage- 
ment period is as follows:

(c) Effective immediately until 11:59 p.m. August 9, 
2016, it is unlawful for the combined total harvest of spot 
shrimp by a fisher and/or the fisher's alternate operator to 
exceed 1,200 pounds per biweekly management period, with 
the following exceptions: 

(i) It is unlawful for the combined total harvest of spot 
shrimp by a fisher and/or the fisher's alternate operator to 
exceed 400 pounds per biweekly management period in 
Shrimp Management Area 1A or to exceed 800 pounds per 
biweekly management period in Marine Fish/Shellfish Man- 
agement and Catch Reporting Area (Catch Area) 23A-E. 

(d) Effective 12:01 am. August 10, 2016, until further 
notice, it is unlawful for the combined total harvest of spot 
shrimp by a fisher and/or the fisher's alternate operator to 
exceed 600 pounds per week.

Harvest estimates for the seasons are well within ESA 
limits and sharing guidelines. The fishery is consistent with 
the U.S. v. Oregon Management Agreement and the associ- 
ated biological opinion. Conforms Washington state rules 
with Oregon state rules. Regulation is consistent with com- 
pact action of July 27, 2016. There is insufficient time to pro- 
mulgate permanent rules. 

Washington and Oregon jointly regulate Columbia River 
fisheries under the congressionally ratified Columbia River 
Compact. Four Indian tribes have treaty fishing rights in the 
Columbia River. The treaties preempt state regulations that 
fail to allow the tribes an opportunity to take a fair share of 
the available fish, and the states must manage other fisheries 
accordingly.

1969). A federal court order sets the current parameters for 
sharing between treaty Indians and others.

Some Columbia River Basin salmon and steelhead 
stocks are listed as threatened or endangered under the fed- 
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eral ESA. On May 5, 2008, the National Marine Fisheries 
Service issued a biological opinion under 16 U.S.C. § 1536 
that allows for some incidental take of these species in treaty 
and nontreaty Columbia River fisheries governed by the 
2008-2017 U.S. v. Oregon Management Agreement. The 
Washington and Oregon fish and wildlife commissions have 
developed policies to guide the implementation of such bio- 
logical opinions in the states' regulation of nontreaty fisher- 
ies. 

Columbia River nontreaty fisheries are monitored very 
closely to ensure compliance with federal court orders, the 
ESA, and commission guidelines. Because conditions change 
rapidly, the fisheries are managed almost exclusively by 
emergency rule. Representatives from the Washington 
(WDFW) and Oregon (ODFW) departments of fish and wild- 
life convene public hearings and take public testimony when 
considering proposals for new emergency rules. WDFW and 
ODFW then adopt regulations reflecting agreements reached.

Notwithstanding the provi- 
sions of WAC 220-32-057, effective immediately, it is 
unlawful to take, fish for or possess sturgeon for commercial 
purposes in Columbia River Salmon Management Catch 
Reporting Areas 1F, 1G, and 1H, except that those individu- 
als possessing treaty fishing rights under the Yakama, Warm 
Springs, Umatilla, and Nez Perce treaties may fish for stur- 
geon with set line gear under the following provisions: 

(1) Season: 6:00 AM Monday August 1 to 6:00 PM Sat- 
urday August 13, 2016. 
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Area: SMCRA IF (Bonneville Pool) 

(2) Gear: Setlines. Fishers are encouraged to use circle 
hooks and avoid J-hooks. It is unlawful to use setline gear 
with more than 100 hooks per set line, with hooks less than 
the minimum size of 9/0, with treble hooks, without visible 
buoys attached, and with buoys that do not specify operator 
and tribal identification. 

(3) Allowable Sales: White Sturgeon from 38 to 54 
inches in fork length in Bonneville Pool may be sold. Stur- 
geon within the legal size limit and caught in platform and 
hook and line fishery may be sold if caught during the open 
period and open area of the set line fishery. Sales of fish 
landed during the open period are allowed after the period 
concludes. 

(4) Sanctuaries: Standard river mouth and dam closed 
areas applicable to setline gear. 

(5) Additional Regulations: 24-hour quick reporting 
required for Washington wholesale dealers, pursuant to 
WAC 220-69-240, except that landings must be reported 
within 24-hours of completing the fish ticket.

(2) Landing and possession limits: 

(a) 225 Chinook per vessel per entire open period. 

(b) No vessel may possess, land or deliver more than 225 
Chinook during any open period. 

(3) Cape Flattery and Columbia River Control Zones are 
closed. The Mandatory Yelloweye Rockfish Conservation 
Area is closed. Grays Harbor Control Zone is closed begin- 
ning August 8. 

(4) Minimum size for Chinook salmon is 28 inches in 
length. No minimum size for pink, sockeye or chum salmon. 
It is unlawful to possess coho salmon, and it is unlawful to 
possess chum salmon north of Cape Alava, Washington in 
August. 

(5) Lawful troll gear is restricted to all legal troll gear 
with single point, single shank barbless hooks. 

(6) Fishers must land and deliver their catch to Ports 
within salmon management catch areas 1, 2, 3 or 4, including 
the Ports of Chinook and Ilwaco. Fishers must complete a 
Washington State Fish Receiving ticket within 24 hours of 
any closure of a fishery provided for in this section.

Vessels in possession of salmon 
south of the Queets River may not cross the Queets River line 
without first notifying WDFW by phone at (360) 249-1215 or 
by email at Wendy.Beeghley@dfw.wa.gov with Area fished, 
total Chinook and halibut catch aboard, and destination. Ves- 
sels fishing or in possession of salmon while fishing north of 
Leadbetter Point must land and deliver their fish within the 
area and North of Leadbetter Point. Vessels fishing or in pos- 
session of salmon while fishing south of Leadbetter Point 
must land and deliver their fish within the area and south of 
Leadbetter Point. 

(a) For the purposes of this section, the term "deliver" 
means arrival at a port.

(c) Become part of a consortium with other districts, 
tribal compact schools, charter schools, colleges, and/or 
agencies by executing a consortium agreement that is signed 
by all members ((dist#tets)). 

(3) The purpose of the consortium will be to create and 
operate a program that will serve students enrolled in multi- 
ple districts including tribal compact schools and charter 
schools, and reduce the administrative burden ((en-distriets)).

(c) ((Advanee)) Develop scopes of work with agencies 
and colleges to operate the programs; 

(d) Provide oversight and technical assistance to the pro- 
gram to align with all requirements of this chapter and the 
delivery of quality programming; 

(e) Assist the program with the preparation of required 
reports, enrollment data, and course records needed ((by-eaeh 
distriet)) to enroll students, award credit, and report FTE and 
performance to OSPI; 
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(f) Facilitate data entry of required student data into each 
((distriet's)) district, tribal compact school, or charter school's 
statewide student information system related to enrollment; 
and 

(g) Work with the districts, tribal compact schools, and 
charter schools to facilitate the provision of special education 
((and)), accommodations under Section 504 of the Rehabili- 
tation Act of 1973, and transitional bilingual instruction pur- 
suant to WAC 392-700-147. 

(4) A technical college receiving direct funding and 
authorized to enroll students under WAC 392-121-187 may 
directly operate a program and serve students referred from 
multiple districts. The technical college will assume the 
responsibilities of operating the program as described in this 
chapter and will meet all responsibilities outlined in WAC 
392-121-187. 

(5) All programs must be approved by OSPI as follows: 

(a) If the program is run by a district, tribal compact 
school, charter school, agency or college, the program must 
be approved. 

(b) If the program is run by a consortium, both the pro- 
gram and participating districts, tribal compact school, or 
charter school must be approved. 

(c) Any program which meets the definition of an online 
school program in RCW 28A.250.010 must be approved as 
an online provider, pursuant to RCW 28A.250.060(2). 

(6) Dependent on the model of operations, OSPI will 
specify the necessary documentation required for approval. 

(7) OSPI will provide model documents that can be mod- 
ified to include ((distriet+eoHege/ageney)) district, tribal com- 


pact school, charter school, college, or agency specific lan- 
guage and will indicate which elements of these standard 


documents must be submitted to OSPI for review and 
approval. 

(8) Upon initial approval, OSPI will specify the duration 
of the approval and indicate the necessary criteria to obtain 
reapproval. 

(9) After receiving a notice of approval, OSPI will assign 
a code to be used when reporting students enrolled in the pro- 
gram. 

(10) This chapter does not affect the authority of dis- 
tricts, tribal compact schools, and charter schools under 
RCW 28A.150.305 and 28A.320.035, to contract for educa- 
tional services other than reengagement programs as defined 
by WAC 392-700-015(20).

(d) The program will administer to new students as 
defined in WAC 392-700-015 (12)(a) and reenrolling student 
as defined in WAC 392-700-015 (12)(d) standardized tests 
within one month of enrollment or secure test results from no 
more than six months prior to enrollment in order to deter- 
mine a student's initial math and reading level upon entering 
the program. 

(e) The program will provide all instruction, tuition, and 
required academic skills assessments at no cost to the stu- 
dents, but may collect mandatory fees as established by each 
program. 

(i) Consumable supplies, textbooks, and other materials 
that are retained by the student do not constitute tuition or a 
fee. 

(ii) Programs are encouraged to offer a waiver or schol- 
arship process. 

(2) Instruction for students enrolled in programs oper- 
ated by a district, tribal compact school, charter school, or 
agency will meet the following criteria: 

(a) Instruction must include: 

(i) Academic skills instruction and high school equiva- 
lency certificate preparation course work with curriculum 
and instruction appropriate to each student's skills levels and 
academic goals; and 

(ii) College readiness and work readiness preparation 
course work. 

(b) Instruction may include: 

(i) Competency based vocational training; 

(ii) College preparation math or writing instruction; 

(iii) Subject specific high school credit recovery instruc- 
tion; 

(iv) English as a second language instruction (ESL); and 

(v) Other course work approved by the district, tribal 
compact school, or charter school including cooperative 
work experience. 

(c) Instruction will be scheduled so that enrolled students 
have the opportunity to attend and work with instructional 
staff during the hours of the program's standard instructional 
day. 

(d) The program will maintain an instructor to student 
ratio as follows: 

(i) The scheduled teaching hours of an instructional staff 
will equal or exceed the hours of the program's standard 
instructional day plus one additional hour per every five 
teaching hours for planning, curriculum development, 
recordkeeping, and required coordination of services with 
case management staff. 
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(ii) For any one instructional session, the program will 
assign instructional staff as needed to maintain an instruc- 
tional staff to student ratio that does not exceed 1:25. 

(iii) For programs that use noninstructional staff as part 
of the calculated instructional staff to student ratio, the fol- 
lowing conditions must be met: 

(A) Noninstructional staff may not be a replacement for

WAC 392-700-195 Longitudinal performance goals. 
(1) Longitudinal performance data for the program and the 
statewide reengagement system as a whole will be reported 
through the Washington's P-20 (preschool to postsecondary 
and workforce) longitudinal data system maintained by the 
ERDC. 

(2) The district, tribal compact school, or charter school 
will work with the agency or college to collect and report stu- 
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dent data requested by the ERDC in order to accomplish the 
longitudinal follow-up of reengagement students. 

(3) At the end of each school year, the ERDC will iden- 
tify the cohort of students for each program for whom longi- 
tudinal tracking will be done. Standard criteria to determine 
when students will be included in a longitudinal study cohort 
will be developed by the ERDC, with input from OSPI, the 
district, tribal compact school, charter school, and program 
representatives and will apply to all programs. 

(4) The ERDC will collect longitudinal data for each 
specific program cohort on an annual basis for five years. The 
ERDC will work with the OSPI administrator responsible for 
programs to prepare annual program specific reports for each 
cohort and an annual system-wide report for the entire reen- 
gagement system including data for the cohorts of all pro- 
grams.

Purpose: Amend Puget Sound saltwater recreational 
fishing rules.

Under RCW 34.05.350 the agency for good cause finds 
that immediate adoption, amendment, or repeal of a rule is 
necessary for the preservation of the public health, safety, or 
general welfare, and that observing the time requirements of 
notice and opportunity to comment upon adoption of a per- 
manent rule would be contrary to the public interest. 

Reasons for this Finding: Preliminary estimates indicate 
that landed catch of Chinook in Marine Area 9 will exceed 
the preseason expectations without modification to the fish- 
ery. This emergency rule is needed to close the recreational 
salmon fishery to control impacts on stocks of concern and 
ensure compliance with conservation objectives and agreed- 
to management plans. There is insufficient time to adopt per- 
manent rules.
